“Playing a few records over the air 
— boy, that’s a soft job!” Perhaps 
you’ve said that to yourself, but brother 
are you wrong! To prove this point, 
let’s look into a typical day of Donn 
Tibbetts, popular WGIR personality in 
Manchester, New Hampshire. Although 
Donn won’t reach his twenty-eighth 
birthday until November, he’s in his 
tenth year in radio. 

Donn answers his alarm at 4:30 a.m. 
every morning (usually with “Darn 
it!”), quickly dresses, gulps down a 
glass of orange juice and then sets out 
for the WGIR studios. At 5:30 a.m., the 
Donn Tibbetts Show hits the air, and 
for the next four and a half hours, the 
biggest percentage of the Granite 
State’s households enjoy Donn’s music, 
news, sports, weather, time checks, 
and his thoughts for the day, such as 
“The man who goes through life look- 
ing for something soft can generally 
find it under his hat!”? And, not one to 
waste even a second, Donn usually shav- 
es while the 7:30 a.m. news is delivered 
by the news editor. 

At 10:00 a.m., Donn starts for his 
office, when a member of the Sales 
Department heads him off with three 
commercials to be-recorded. With this 
obstacle out of the way, Donn succeeds 
in reaching his office, where he goes 
through the morning mail, prepares his 
top song lists for the music mag- 
azines, listens to a batch of new records 
that have just arrived and talks, via 
the telephone, to various recording art- 
ists about their latest records. 

It’s 11:00 a.m. now, and since Donn is 
also the WGIR Program Director, he 
squares away several program ideas and 
changes before interviewing a new an- 
nouncer candidate, hoping for a “break”

At 11:45 a.m., Donn finishes up at 4 
the office and heads for home, where 
his wife, Janie, has lunch ready. Little 
Gary, four, is happy to see him, and so 
is Don, six, who has just returned from 
first grade problems. 

With some hi fi music as background, 
Donn gets in a two-hour nap at about 
1:30. And, at 3:30, he’s off to the studio 
to check over late developments and the 
afternoon mail. Dinner is at 6:00, and 
then he’s off to the Army Reserve Cen- 
ter as First Lieutenant Tibbetts in the 
809th Public Information Detachment. 

It’s about 10:00 p.m. when Donn final- 
ly gets home and has a chance to re- 
lax before heading for dreamland at OS Se < é 
11:00. Then, five and a half hours later, Donn loves taking family movies. His wife Jane and children, Don and Gary, are

And, since most 
of his air time is in the early morning, 
he prefers to call his listeners “day 
people.” When we recently asked him 
how he liked his new assignment at 
WINS, his reply was simply. “Vive la 
WINS!” (Long live WINS!) 


This year, Murray is once again stag- 
ing his “in person” shows at Palisades 
Amusement Park, Palisades, New Jer- 
sey. In the past, he presented these 
shows only on Mondays and Fridays, 
but now, every Monday through Friday 
evening, he produces and emcees a show 
which brings top musical entertainment 
to Palisades Park visitors.

freedom everywhere.” And, Murray is 
also active in the City Of Hope, the 
charity for victims of leukemia and was 
the entertainment chairman on the Dean — 
Martin telethon, May 24-25.

Born in the great Iron-Ore Port of 
the Great Lakes, Conneaut, Ohio, Bob 
grew up in this bustling community of 
14,000 people, with always an eye train- 
ed on the entertainment world. For 
instance, when Bob was only seven, he 
used to borrow his sister’s ukelele, along 
with the self-instruction book that went 
with it, and go out behind the garage 
and practice his heart out. Of course, 
he used to pick up a couple of good 
whacks, too, when his sister finally 
located him. And, by the time he was 
eleven, he had taught himself to play 
the guitar, which his sister had seem- 
ingly paid a fortune for — $3.98. How- 
ever, as Bob says, “Les Paul didn’t 
have a thing to worry about — ever!!” 


“Mr. F.” attended elementary school, 
junior high and high school all in Con- 
neaut, graduating in 1936 in the upper 
six per cent of his class and as Pres- 
ident of the senior class. He was al- 
ways swinging in the sports scene, too, 
earning letters in track, basketball and 
football. Baseball also entered into the 
scene, for, after playing American Le- 
gion Ball, he was signed in 1937 to a 
Minor League contract as a pitcher in 
the Mountain State League. However, 
an injury to his pitching arm in the 
early part of the season spelled finis 
to his budding career. 


Then, in 1941, Bob’s career in radio 
began, when he obtained a job at 
WLEU in Erie, Pennsylvania, at the 
staggering salary of $18 per week and 
a split shift to boot. In 1942, he was 
selected by a new sponsor to do a show 
for forty-nine months — it was Uncle 
Sam calling, of course, but, after his 
release from the Army as a First Lieu- 
tenant,. he resumed his career in radio 
with WICA. And, in 1951, he moved 
into the Cleveland, Ohio, market, as 
the featured afternoon deejay on WSRS, 
Cleveland. Then, in 1957, Bob moved to 
the ABC outlet, WJW, also in Cleve- 
land, and, in August of 1957, he signed 
a contract with the “Sensational Sta- 
tion of the Nation,” WITH.

Although rock ‘n’ roll and up tempo 
tunes are still predominant in the field 
of modern music, it’s a fact that the 
ballads are coming back. Yes, slowly 
but surely, we find more and more bal- 
lads being released and more and more 
ballads making the charts. It is hard 
to say what the cause of this is, for 
it may be that the teenagers are tiring 
themselves out with all the fast tunes 
that are being produced. Or, the many 
talented artists who put over the slow, 
dreamy type of songs so nicely may be 
the reason for the slow but noticeable 
change. 

Right now, we’d like to talk a little 
bit about a wonderful young man who 
has very definitely done his share to 
help the ballads wing their way to the 
top. His name is Dean Martin and his 
song, of course, is “Return To Me,” 
which. is currently among the top five 
tunes in the nation. Like so many of to- 
day’s novelty tunes by no means was 
this disc an overnight s@hsation. In fact, 
believe it or not, Capitol Records re- 
leased “Return To Me” four months 
ago. As you’ve probably heard before, 
when a record such as this is released 
and receives no reaction whatsoever in 
its first two or three weeks on the mar- 
ket, the company usually does nothing 
to promote it or the artist and lets the 
disc go on alone and unsupported, for 
it has shown no potential. In this case, 
however, both Dean and the executives 


at Capitol felt that the platter should 
catch on, so they kept pushing it and 
selling it to the public whenever the 
opportunity presented itself. And, even- 
tually “Return To Me” worked its way 
up the charts and will most likely lead 
the way for more ballads, which are 
destined to climb the hit lists in the 
near future. 


Dean, of course, is no stranger to the 
entertainment world, for he has been a 
crowd pleaser for several years via the 
stage, screen and record industry. First 
of all, it was the screen for Dean when, 
along with his ex-partner, Jerry Lewis, 
he sang, danced and clowned his way 
into the hearts of millions of movie 
goers in such outstanding flicks as “The 
Caddy,” “Jumping Jacks” and others. 
Then, on stage, it’s standing-room only 
when “The Dean” hits town. This was 
true at several of the country’s leading 
night spots. On records, Dean, who is 
a member of Capitol’s large recording 
family, has been listed on the charts 
as the voice behind “That’s Amore,” 
“Money Burns A Hole In My Pocket” 
and “Memories Are Made Of This,” a 
million seller right from the start. 


And now, “Return To Me” is greater 
evidence of the tremendous contribu- 
tions Dean Martin has made to show 
business and is also the spark that will 
set off the explosion of ballads, once 
again, upon the recording industry.

The following are the statements made 
by the members of The Bachelors, MGM 
recording stars, in a person-to-person 
interview. This talented singing group 
is now riding on the crest of a hit tab- 
bed “Teenage Memories” with a tune 
called “Sometimes” on the flip deck. 


“When we were called on to talk a 
bit about our “Teenage Memories,” I 
didn’t know whether they meant our 
new MGM record or actual thoughts 
about our teenage days.

So much has happened since then that 
those days seem like a century ago — 
actually it was only two and a half 
years back. I’m twenty-one.” 


“Unlike Charlie and Fred, I’ve always 
dreamed of being a member of a vocal 
group — at least since I was 13 years 
old. That was seven years ago. The 
Crew-Cuts came out with their smash 
hit of “Sh Boom,” and I was a goner. 
I just knew that someday I’d have to 
become part of a group. And now, I 
realize how lucky I am to be teamed 
up with such wonderful guys as Charlie, 
Fred and Kenny. By the way, there’s 
a fifth member of our group — Chico 
— but he’s in the service at the present 
time. I like to think back to that day 
when Chico and I first discussed start-_ 
ing a group.” 

“You might call me the “grand-daddy” 
of The Bachelors, being the oldest mem- 
ber of the group at twenty-four. I guess 
you might say, too, that I’ve been with 
show business all of my life, studying 
voice and dance since I was eight. By 
the way, although I-live in New Haven, 
Connecticut, now, I’m the only member 
of the group that wasn’t born in that 
city. I’m actually from Chicago. En- 
tertainment has always been my life’s 
goal, but I never dreamed I’d end up as 
a tenor and a lead singer with a vocal 
group. Sure happy I did, though. “Teen- 
age Memories” are wonderful things, 
and we sure hope you like our new 
MGM recording with that title.”
